The exercises of Arbor Day this 
year were opened in the chapel at 
one o'clock last Friday afternoon. 
In addressing the assembly, Princi- 
pal Cuirier remarked that in obe- 
dience to the law of the State, the 
school was called to observe this 
day which has been specially sei 
aside for the school children of the 
State. Il Was a niosi useful branch 
of the education they woro receiv- 
ing, this teaching children to love 
and care for trees, plants and flow- 
era, and the little birds which add 
so greatly to the beauty and har- 
mony of nature. In performing 
this pleasant duly, we were training 
the children to Comprehend the re- 
lining Influence of the trees, as well 
as contributing to the, happiness of 
generations yet to come, thus leav- 
ing behind us footprints whioh

EDUCATING I III: DEAF.

watched with great joy tin pr- 
of the taxpayers' helpless but inno- 
cent ileal' mule children, lo say in 
their behalf a word dictated by lone 

experience and personal observation 

as an educator of this class ¥ 

The deaf-mute is naturally bright 

and quick; like hearing boys, he 

would rather play than study, but 
he can and does Study will, enjoys 
games of all sorts, is fond of fun, 
mischief and stories. In a, word, 

he is very much like other boys. 

He takes in through I he eyes alone 

as much as others gain through 
both eye and ear. 

The deaf-mute child at home is 

dependent upon what parents an i 
brothers and sisters can teach him. 
Mnt they can not educate him, as 
they lack the time and special train- 
ing, lie can use his eyes and liis 
fingers, but he can not ask ques- 
tions, He generally has a few 

signs familiar to himself and his 
companions, but his life is cramp- 
ed and he can not pick up know- 
ledge like his hearing brothers. 

His education does not begin until 
he is sent to a school specially 
adapted for his needs. 

There are two methods of ednoat- 
deaf mutes, one will known as 
"The Combined System," Using 
methods of all descriptions 
adapted to the needs ol the school 

children; tl ther, " The Oral 

.Method," OOnsisting of speech and 
speech reading. Lei us enter a 
school room where the first method 
is used. 

The teacher has before her a. 
number of pupils of both sexes, 
with books, pictures, slates and 
blackboards (dose at hand She 
shows them the picture of a h 
They all recognize it, for pictorial 

language is the earliest, the most 

easily understood, the universal Ian- 

Ige. Any cue who can draw 
pictures can talk with all the world. 
Then the teacher writes under the 
picture Hie word, "horse," and 
makes the beginners understand 
that the word, just like the picture, 
stands for, icpresents, I hi 1 animal. 
They write the word upon their 
slates. She next spells upon her 
fingers the word horse, and teaches 
them. to spell it, Lastly she makes 
the sign for horse by pull Hi 
fingers held np on each side of the 
head 'o Imitate the ears, and makes 

them understand thai this lik. 
stands for a horse. The.i learn to 

make the sign. Thus thov learn 
four symbols, the picture, I he wril 
ten word, the word spelled on the 
S and the Blgn, all ineaniug 
■nir thing a horse. The hear- 
ing child would ha\ e, in phn 
these fast iWO, the spoken wold. 
which he learned long ago al home. 
From day to day ill this inaunei 
the pupils learns the names of 

things, the meaning of new words 

and Signs, and how to combine them 
so as lo form sentences, and can un- 
derstand books, and can talk with 
others in these three ways, writing, 

spelling and signs, besides the 
speeh and speech-reading, accord 

illg to his capacity to learn the last 

profitably. He is restored to the 

world from which his deafness 
seemed to cut him off. Once start 
ed the deaf-mute scholars gOOS out 
With his school life, nsiug the sane 

text books and advancing as I 

his brother who can hear. Eighl or 

ten years carry him through school. 

Now let us enter a room where 

articulation is taught, remembering 

that a good per cent of these pupils 
had spoken long before their heat- 
was lost through Sickness Ol accident 
at, an advanced age of from eight 

to twelve years ; that they are only 

hard of bearing, or they can hear

Their vocal 

Organs arc only rusty through non 
practice The teacher sits down 
opposite the pupil and placing his 

hand on her throat makes him per 

eeive the difference hetween a i 

less breathing ami speaking aloud, 

or Vocalization, He then tries to 

Imitate the teacher. This is the first 

step. Having learned lo make a 
sound he is tnujdit how to air nme 

the tongne and throat and lips, so 

as lo make the right sound, and 

then to make different sounds. lb' 
is put through a complete oourae of 

vacal gymnastics till he can make 
and remember how lo make all the 
sounds in the English 
This is a work requiring time, labor 
ami patience, both of pupil and 
leacher. Sometimes the learner 
will master several sounds in one 
lesson. Sometimes one sound will 

require days, weeks or months ol 

practice. Moreover, the scholar is 
taught to lead the lliovonio) 
the lips. 

Each above mentioned is of equal 

value to the deaf when used with 
reasonable intelligence and 
conscious faithfulness, Each with 
out the other is good, bul a com 
bination of both is better.

There has always been a pre- 
judice in China against foreigners 
taking photographs, and moving 
pictures seem to the Chinese little 

less than witchcraft. Hut the Kden 
Musee has overcome many obstacles 
and now has on exhibition interest- 
ing scenes throughout China. 
Among them are soldiers of the al- 
lied countries before the Great 

Wall, and other scenes showing 
the movement of the troops during 
the tecenl uprising. In addition to 

these pictures, Interesting scenes 
from India, Germany and France 
are shown. A short tiip on the 
River Ganges is given, and the 
effect in all those pictures is almost 

like seeing the actual places or 
witnessing the incidents pictured. 
No amusement place in the world 
devotes as much attention to mov- 
ing pictures as does the Musee. nor 
do any offer as many inducements 
lo secure the latest and most interest- 
ing scenes. The management is con- 
tinually on the lookout and has al- 
ready made arrangements for many 
pictures of the Han- American Im- 
position at Buffalo. Among the 
wax groups, which are always a 
child' attraction at the Musee, many 
changes have taken place. New 
groups have been added, and Old 
groups have been re-arranged and 
given new costumes. The result is 
thai the interior of the Musee is 
practically changed. Afternoon 

and evening concerts are given 

daily, and the programmes are 
alike, but are always made 
up of classical and popular music, 
both vocal and instrumental. 
concerts are gradually at- 
tracting attention, and the Musee is 
becoming known as a great musical 
center and is patronized largoly by 
lovers of music.
